* (a) To consist of representatives of the 
military authuritios of the Dominions and 
Uolonies, and -of representatives of the 
War Office, India Office, and Ministry 
of Bhipping, under the chairmanship of 
the Beeretary of State for War, or eome- 
one deputed by him ; the seerctariat of 
the committee to be provided by the 
Mobilisation Directorate of the War 

(b) To consider al) military questions 
of demubilisation affecting the various 
Governments concerned by: 

1. Making decisions in regard to mat- 

ters of detail; . 

2. Submitting questions of principle 
which may arise from time to tino 
to the Government or Governments 
concerned ; . 

3. Arranging for the fullest inter- 
chenge of information with regard 
to plans for demobilisation. 17,.._ E 

({c) To sit, prior lo general demobili- 
gittion, at such time as may be considered 
necessary by the chairman; during de- 
mobilisation, as frequently as may be 
necessary to secure the com lete mutual 
co-ordination of the demobitisation pro- 
ocdure of the various Governments con- 
cerned. 

CONTROL OF RAW MATERIALS. 

The Conference agreed that it was 
necessary to secure for the British Em- 
pire und the belugerent Allies the com- 
mand of certain essential raty materials 
in order to cnoblo themmte repair the 
effects of the war og s00n tg possible and 
to saleguand their industrial require- 
ments, and further expressed the opinion 
that the Governments of the Empire 
should make such arrangements against 
themselves as would ensure that essential 
raw materials produced within tho Em- 
pire would be available for the above 
purposes, 
Allied countries to utilise for the ‘same 
purposes essential raw materials ;pro- 
duced in those countries. 

To assist the Governments in deter- 
mining theiy action in this respect, tho 
Conferenee recommended : 

1. That a committec of its members 
should first consider the possiblo methods 
in each part of the Empiro of obtaining 
canmaad of cach of the essential raw 
materials. 

That tho Governments represented at 
the conference should, in the tight of the 
information collected by their representa- 
tives on the committec, consult with the 
representatives of tho producers and 
trades concerned as to the method of ob- 
taining command best suited to each m- 
dividual commodity. re, 

In pursuance of the policy of freeing 
the Empire from dependence on German- 
controlled organisations in respect of 
non-ferrous metals and oros;' the ‘Confer- 
ence endorsed tho principle of the Non- 
Ferrous Mctal Industry Act of the 
United Kingdom, and recommended tho 
Governments of the Empire to adopt 
effective measures to carry out this 
policy. : - 

1, further recommended the Govern- 
ments. of the -Empire to consider, im- 
mediately what stops could bo taken to 
co-operate with the efforts of the Imperial 
Government to promote the succcesful 
development of ths dye industry in tho 
British Empirc, and sb to avoid enenly 
domination over our essontial indas- 
trica, :

EMIGRATION AND NATURALISATIUN, 

The Conference reaffirmed the prin 
ciple in favour of arrangements being 
made by which intending emigrants from 
‘the United Kingdom might be induced 
to scttle in countries under the British 
flag. 1t was of opinion that the repre- 
rentatives of the Oversea Dominions in 
the United Kingdom should keep in the 
closest touch with any new body esta- 
blished by his Majesty’s Government to 
supervise Gnigrancn from the United 
Kingdom, and that the appointment of 
o Consultative Commigtee, not ‘to excectl 
ten members, on which representatives of 
the Overseag Dominiona should sit, to 
advieo any such body, would afford tho 
best means of co-operation. 

With regard to naturalisation, the 
following resolution was passed by the 
majority of the Conference, the Canad- 
ian representatives abstaining from 
voting, while the South Africap repre- 
eentatives recurded dissent: 

“This conference is of opinion that 
legislation stiould be passed throughout 
the Empire restricting, for a period after 
the war, so far us in ube circumstances of 
each country may be possible, the nato- 
ralisation of citivns of present enemy 
countries, and also the acquisition by 
them of any form of political rights or 
of land or mining privileges.” 

In view of the importance of securing 
uniformity, of policy and action through- 
out the Empire with regard to naturali- 
sation, it was recommen that a especial 
Conference, representative of all parts 
of the Empire, should be held at the 
earliest practicable date to examine and 
report upon any question connected with 
nationality or naturalisation which any 
Government represented at the special 
Conference might desire to raise, and 
upon any suggestions made for the 
amendment of the existing law. 

AMPERIAL COURT OF APPEAL. 

On the question .of an Imperial Court 
of Appeal, the Conference wag of opinion : 

3. That the question of replacing the 
present dual system of appeal by the 
constitution of one Imperial Court of 
Appeal demands the prompt considera- 
tion of his Majesty's Government. . 

. 2, That the Lord Chancellor should be 
invited to prepare and circulate to the 
Governments of the Dominions and 9f 
India as svon as possible a» memorandum 
of such proposals ax, in the opinion of 
his Majesty's Government, are practicable 
for that purpose with a view to decision 
at the next Imperial Conference. 

> 3. That cach such Government a8 soon 
as possible thereafter shall communicate 
to the Government of the United Kingdom 
its viows with regard to such proposals. 

Of importanco, from the point of view 
of future Imperial rclations, ‘was a re- 
solution affirming the necessity or auch a 
change in administratiye arrangemonts 
and in. the channels of communication 
between tho.Governmente of'the Empire 
as will bring thom more directly in touch 
with each other, and inviting the Im- 
perial War Cabinct to give immodiato 
consideration to the creation of suitable 
machinery. for thia purpose. i 

Further progress wes mado towards a 
settlement of the controversy between 
India and tho Dominfons os to tho im- 
migration of Indiang and their status in, 
thoso countrics, and resolutions wero 
passed recommonding the éstablishmont 
of nn Lmpurial Buronu of Mycology, and 
‘the holding of a conference to consider 
the eotting up of an Imperial Statistical 
Bureau. 

In o final reaolution. the Overscas 
mombors of tho ‘Conferonoo expressed 
their thanka to the Golonial Sverotary for 
proalding over the deliborntiona, and put 
on fecord:" their deop stag of gratitude 
for tho many cvtirtesies which they have 
roosived from the Primo Minister and 
the uther sombars of hig Majosty’s 
Governmont, as well oa for the genoroite 
hospitality which ling hoan extended to 
‘thom by the Government and pooply of 
the United Kiigdom’® =

Was «ver o people so loudly diaprnised 
by, its own kith and kin as the English? 
‘Did ever a land contain so many prophets 
and preachers lanenting its shortcomings 
as England possesses to-day a 

We'can understand such a naturilized 
‘German oa Mr. Ellis Barker exhorting us 
amonth by month in the Vinetecnth Cen 
‘tury and After to amend our ways (fer, 
thank God, our ways are by no means 
‘those of the race of Elsbacher), and we 
imay forgive Mr. Rudyard Kipling. an 
Anglo Indian, for pointing out our inis 
‘takes, But. the number of highly respect. 
‘able persons who deem themselves oall: 
land fit (in the worda Mr. Montagu Tigg 
applied to bis friend Chevy Slyme) ‘to 
sit. on a tripod and prophesy 10 a posi 
itively unlimited extent, if supplied with 
gin and water at the public expense, is 
surely excessive. 
le the condition of England so desper 
ate, are ils fortunes so precarious, and 
ita people so abandoned that there are 
none to do it reverence ( It is only in 
the trenches and in the camps of Picardy 
that veices ure stil) raised For England! 
Only in exile do our hearts, of their full 
-ness, find utterance, and our mouths speak 
of love for the land where our fathers 
begat us,.and our mothers bere ust 

t would almost seem that the test of a 
good patriot at home was the capacity to 
discover to the whole yorld. the sins and 
‘failings of his native’ land, and that 
patriotism was established by swearing 
your fellow countrymen to be either 
secooks and scoundrels, or irresponsible 
idiots and incompetent weaklings. Never 
has the Press of England been more 
flamboynntly ‘ patriotic than in these 
Lyears of war, and never have its editors 

more hospitable to the belittlers of 
England. The crabbing of the Englieh is 
apparently a patriotic exercibe (provided 
always the crabber is an enthusiast for 
Belting someone—not himself to join the 
atimy nnd, if necds be, die for Eng und) 

And how unjust, irrelevant, and false 
in all this puling criticism. 

AN FOR A MQ FIGHT. 

Because in those far-off days of 1fl4 15, 
when Englishmen of all ages crowded 
freely to the colours (knowing ngthing 
save that England was in for a big fight), 
a few thousand youths, afflicted by caution 
and in bondage to the ties of family, held 
aloof, the war became at once to the critics 
of England and Scotland a tremendous 
opportunity for denouncing “‘ slackers ” 
and “ shirkers."” As though the exempted 
editor was any more ridiculous than the 
exempted young man of Artemas Ward's 
fancy—‘‘he was the only von of his mother 
u widow, who kept bim.’" Consider all 
the abuse heaped upon ‘ conscientious 
objectors.” 

If there is one characteristic of the 
English it is—next to their love for sport 
—a keen enjoyment of personal liberty. 
And to the enjoyment a steady and pro 
found distrust of logic, clear thinking, 
and al) authority in realms spiritual and 
mental has been carefully added in the 
Past three hundred years. The result wae 
naturally, a trop of fantastic belicfs of 
wild, rank sproutings, of faiths and 
fancies unknown to the rest, of Europe. 
The orgy of free speech was an unmitigat- 
ed pleasure to many who turned away 
from the hardest processes of free thought. 
And then suddenly came the war, followed’ 
by Conscription and “ Dora.” If the 
price of liberty is elernal vigilance it 18 
certain that one of the fruits of libert 
is infernal nonsense. We are a law-abid- 
ing people with a very real respect for 
constituted authority, and a_ willingness 
to abide by the referced decision inrsport 
or politics, But it was too much to expect 
everybody to accept the new situation. 
The mental hobby of the ‘ consciontious 
objector,” cultivated as cargfully as the 
prize geranium at the flower show, trea- 
sured with all a collector's passion, was 
dearer to its owner than all else in the 
world. The fate of England, of Europe, 
was, and is, quite literally n secondary 
matter to the  C.0.” Why can’t wo 
realize cheerfully that the handful of 
people, to whom there is nothing of parti- 
cular interest save their own queer self- 
centred notions, are not an extraordinary 
yhenomenon in a country where personal 
iberty. rampagea and where external 
authority is discouraged from directing 
the mind or guiding belief‘1' The alter- 
natives to the ‘ 0.0.” are clear thinking, 
as in France: the doification of the Btate, 
as in Prussia; or the setting up of some 
machinery that will compel obedience to 
the discipline of the Catholic Church. 
Unless we are prepared to adopt one of 
these alternatives let us, in heaven’s name, 
accept the “ conacientions objector” for 
what he is—a common object of the cpun- 
tryside whore nature runs wild, a product 
of that liberty that gives encouragement 
to what Mr. Weller, senior, called “ every 
specics of gammon.” ‘ C.O.” who has 
cropped up over and over again in the 
past, is  emall penalty to pay for the 
national privilege of thinking what wo 
like about everything. . 

BRITIBH LIBERTY OF SPEECH. 

Tako the case again ‘of our ‘‘ pacifists.”’| 
They, too are a familinr product of liberty, 
of speech and utterance Their very anti-. 
patriotic biaa is no ag arog in England 
and thoir opposition tb the Government 
is rooted: jn tradition. Many an English.

of Commons Inck tho vigour and courage 
of their opinions, and are too content. to 
wring their hands over the crimes of 

vernmonts; but that mus not make us 
lind t the “ pacifist* an a national 
institution, We have alwayn had him in 
modern times in England ; he ia a8 sorrow. 
ful for the rest of the eolmtry, oa the 
wriotia person is angry over him. And 
if they would destroy nll ‘“ pncifinta ” the 
 nacifiet ? cannot concen! his scorn and 
horror of the patriot. Both in their ree 
peotive wayn rd merely oxaggaritted types 
of the average Tnglishmen--and neither 
dessrve al) the nonsense of praise are 
blatoo heaped upon thom: by infotual 
adhorcita, :

Wo are always being told to “hate the 
Hun.” to search for the “ Hidden Hand. 

Of course there's 
ho time im the army for this “hating the 
Hun” atunw Tt wants a lot of leisure 
and a gvod private income to go in fur 
hatred as a serious business. Anger tn 
quite a good healthy thing, but hatred u 
permanent. settled hatred, of the deadly. 
undying Kind -means occupation of the 
mind, and if thy mind, is 60 ecebpied it 
can't, at the same time, be devoted to 
other things overeoming the Boche, for 
instance As a civilian enterprise carried 
on under cuinfortable circumstances at 
home, Hun-hating may be all very well, 
de in the army, All sort 
of things would be forgotten. and dis- 
cipline would suffer. if soldiers had to 
give their minds to “hating the Hun.” 
Incidentally, too, the old Christian tradi 
tion that we should love our enemies still 
prevails among soldiers. So that it is 
very difficult te persuade men in the army 
that net only are our enemies to be fought. 
and slain and captured but that they must 
in addidion be haved 
As for the " Hidden Hand, hitherto 
we have mostly known it in our pockets. 
Why are we now required to be furivusly 
oxetted over a lupic that evidently iso 
blessing ,to playwrights, novelists, and 
other hard-working persons? Thousands 
of Jews were brought into thin country 
from Poland and Russia some thirty and 
forty yeats ago by the Liberal capitalists 
of the West Riding. These capitalists” 
wanted to grow rich quite quickly and 
become etnicbled: The ‘Jewish labour was 
far cheaper thun British; the capitalists 
did’ guickly get rich, they subscribed 
handsbmely to the Liberal Party funds. 
and were rewarded with titles. What is 
there to be distressed about in all this?

BULGARIAN BROTALITY. 
PRISON CAMP HORRORS.

The Serbian prisoners-of \ar camp on 
the vutskirts of Sofia is terrible evidence 
of that hatred between Bulgarian and 
Serbian, which ruus like a poison through 
the whole system of the Balkans, A mile

Radomir, is a muddy compound about 
three acres in extent, surrounded by barb- 
In this pen are 103,000 Serbiang 
of wl ages, together with 600 Greek aay) 
lians, carried off from Serres and Druina, 
a stnaller body of Russians,! and a detach. 

The French were lodged 
in a few whitewashed mud-huts which the 
compound contains. The greater major- 
ity of the Serbians have lain out in the 


open day and night, in wind and ruin,

An hour later 
the same cart returned bringing the day'st 
bread ration. When a man can no longer 
stand, his friends carry him into one of 
the verminous ‘little huta. There he lies 
until he is dead, and next morning the 
bread cart carries his carcase away, 
Three fresh bodies were on the ground 
when I reached the camp ut ten o'clock, 
and I was taken to seo the little eurth- 
floored cabin which with gum irony is 
called the ‘ hospital.”’ There were ‘five 
Serbians in it -four just frames of skin 
and bone. The fifth man lay Ktretched 
on his back on the bare ground. His cyes 
were glazed and fixed. his brenth came in 
quick apasma, and flica were erawlin 
over his face. He logked na if he ha 
but a few more hours of auflerin to live.

honours from the U.6.-Militargy Academy 
(West Paint). in 1686, ‘he ay earvice for 
a few years on the Indian {xonticr, in 
tho Apache and: the -Bioux campaigns.

WITH THR’ FRENCH FLEET. 
IN THE MEDITERRANEAN.

Ox a Frexon Barrigentr. 
Visita to the British Grand Fleet havo 
not been uncommon. The northern mists 
have .not shrouded it from the friendly 
observation of British and Allied jour- 
naliste. But a visit to the French Grand 
Fleet in its sunny recessca is a different 
matter, and it has been seen by few but 
professiona] eyes. It was the special pri- 
vilege of the small party of Britieh jour- 
nalista who have been touring the Medi- 
terranean to stav on board the ficet for 
ecveral days, and. to sec the sbips at their 
exercises, to take part in the ordinary 
life of the service, and to enjoy the very 
gordial hospitality of . the French sea 
‘soinmand. The féet is based on Corfu, 
one of the most beautiful islands in the 
‘world, where it is possible to carry out 
battle practice and manoeuvres in enclosed 
waters, and where it is iminediately avail- 
able to meet the Austrian high seas fleet 
if that valiant body ehould care to put 
to sea. The one thing which the French 
admirals and officers and men envy when 
contrasting their lot with that of the 
British Grand Fleet in the North is that 
the German feet came out while the 
Austrian fleet did not. Btrictly, the Aus- 
trian fleet did come out in force last June 
for an excursion down to the Adriatic 
barrage, and, if possible, to wipe out the 
force at Brindisi, but after their ill-star- 
red meeting with Rizzo and Aonzo in their 
motor-boate they did not proceed with 
their adventure, and no their one effort 
gave no gatisfaction. to the French Grand

Admiral Gauchet, the Commander-in-

‘THE SECRET OF CALALS. 
HUN BLOW THAT NEVER CAME. 


A vital fact of the history of the war

1 have myself scen his relic dump, and 
his graveyards, for it cost him at least 
120,000 casualties to hold this deep snlient 
for three mionths against our concentrat- 
ed and most expert artillery. About 43 
divisious were punished there, and 13 per 
cent. of the artillery and its personnel 
was knocked out. Dumps were going up 
daily and, as the date approached, at 
the rate of several a day. One house was 


Hlled from top to bottem with trench- 
mortar ammunition. 


Shelle for his heavy guna were hiddcn 
in ditches within 100 yards or so of the 
front line, ready for the advance. Tho 
assault was to startle humanit to 
destroy England. A quarter of a million 
was spent on preparing railways for tho 
advance, railwaya that have been most 
useful to us. 

A tremendoug bombardinent in the 
third week of July finally induced the 
énemy to abandon his hopes. His furces 
were suffering terribly on the Marnc be- 
fore the French, Americans, and several 
of our divisions, including the’ bist and 
peas. who tough. as hard a fight ag even 
heir recurds hold. These, added to sui- 
cidal losecas at Arres and at Givenchy, 
where hig great spring offensive had met 
is cast-iron defence, robbed him of the 
necessary force, and he began painiully 
to remove hig shells, and alittle later 
‘to prepare for quitting this deadly sali- 
ent, , 

But he failed to clear a goud proper- 
tion. You cannot travel through any 
part of it without seeing fragmenty “of 
dumps here, there, and everywhere, and 
craters where dumps have been exploded. 

The discoveries of the recent weeka are 
aa grpat a compliment to the Intelligence 
Department of the 2nd Army ag a man 
with second sight could desire. We bave 
to remember that this overweening ambi- 
tion was abandoned only in August.
